CAMERON  INQUIRY  ASKED 


House  Gets  Resolution  Urging 

Study  of  His  Citizenship 

Special  to  The  New  York  Times. 

WASHINGTON,  Jan.  21— Repre- 
sentative Geyer  of  California  intro- 
duced a  resolution  today  calling 
upon  Attorney  General  Jackson  to 
investigate  the  granting  of  citizen- 
ship papers  in  1935  to  W.  J.  Cam- 
eron, general  manager  of  the  Ford 
Motor  Company. 

In  a  statement  accompanying  the 
resolution,  Mr.  Meyer  said: 

"Mr.  Cameron's  own  statements, 
under  oath,  indicate  that  he  ob- 
tained his  citizenship  by  fraud  or 
was  guilty  of  fraud  in  exercising 
his  rights  of  citizenship.  He  either 
swore  falsely  when  he  petitioned  for 
citizenship  or  when  he  registered  to 
vote. 

"Mr.  Cameron  obtained  American 
citizenship  in  1935  without  the  usual 
five-year  waiting  period  by  claiming 
that  he  had  voted  quite  regularly 
from  1900  to  1927.  One  month  later 
when  he  registered  to  vote  in  De- 
troit he  swore  under  oath  that  he 
had  never  before  voted.  The  rec- 
ords of  Dearborn  County,  where  he 
lived  prior  to  1927,  show  he  never 
voted  there."

A  community  naturalisation  service  is  not  a  novel  idea  so  much  as  it 
is  one  that  has  been  allowed  to  lapse  during  the  years  of  peace.    On  April 
5,  1918,  there  was  held  at  Washington  a  conference  on  "Americanization  as  a 
War    easure"*   Defense  groups  and  Chambers  of  Commerce  played  a  prominent 
part  in  this  meeting*   From  it  developed  local  promotion  of  naturalisation 
as  a  means  of  protecting  the  nation  and  transforming  the  foreigner  into  an 
American*    Believing  that  a  united  populace  is  as  urgently  needed  today  as 
it  was  then  it  is  proposed  to  rediscover  the  spirit  of  that  conference 
locally.   Following  are  a  number  of  salient  facts  regarding  the  status  of 
the  alien  which  seem  to  make  such  an  effort  to  better  morale  now  not  only 
wise  but  absolutely  necessary* 

1— The  1930  census  showed  33  l/sfo  of  the  city  population  foreign  born* 
Department  of  Justice  and  Post  Office  figures  now  are  much  higher* 

2— Wkbout  l/s  of  Cambridge's  relief  load  is  alien  at  an  approximate 

cost  to  the  tax  payer  of  a  quarter  million  dollars  annually*  The 
percentage  and  cost  is  expected  to  rise  rapidly  as  the  defense 
program  gets  under  way* 

3— Narrowing  of  job  opportunities  and  a  big  rise  in  the  number  of 
aliens  in  Massachusetts ,  if  reflected  in  the  city,  will  create 
hardships  for  citizens  as  well  as  aliens*   A  large  share  of  his 
distress  can  be  avoided  by  now  aiding  aliens  to  become  citizens, 
before  the  full  effeot  of  this  economic  pincers  becomes  too 
severe  on  the  community* 

In  so  far  as  possible  the  proposed  service  would  do  on  a  community 
basis  what  is  now  being  done  state-wide  by  the  Division  of  Immigration  and 
Americanization*    This  service  is  unique  in  that,  until  last  summer,  it 
was  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  state*   Federal  authorities  have 
pronounced  this  service  invaluable*    Since  this  agenoy  maintains  no  separate 
community  reports  the  following  facts  are  taken  from  its  last  state  report  | 

1— the  state  foreign  born  comprise  nearly  a  quarter  of  the  total  population 
2  —Immigration  into  Massachusetts  is  on  the  risej  the  1939  figure  is 

twice  that  for  1933,  while  the  national  figure  was  held  down  to  a 

third  of  the  pe  mis  sable  quota* 

3—  the  work  of  the  federal  bureau  in  Massachusetts  in  1939  was  double 
that  of  1938  without  any  increase  in  funds  or  personnel 

4—  Massachusetts  is  7th  among  the  states  in  the  number  of  immigrants 
reeieved  and  second  in  the  extent  of  citizenship  activities j 
declarations  filed  annually  average  11,000  but  this  figure  could  be 
raised  considerably  with  community  help 

5—  requests  for  aid  in  naturalization  problems    have  doubled  in  the 
past  decade 

6«— requests  for  aid  in  naturalization  problems  have  risen  400$  since  1920 
7«»-the  service  reaches  five  times  as  many  Canadians  as  any  other  group 
except  Italians*    The  Canadian  figure  is  twice  that  for  the  Italians* 
More  British  Empire  emmigrants  were  aided  in  1939  than  for  the  entir  e 
European  continent*

Justice  Department  officials  in 
Washington  today  announced  that, 
so  far  as  their  department  is  con*' 
cerned.  the  investigation  into  the! 
case  of  20  Norwegian  men  and  one 
Norwegian  woman,  brought  here! 
with  their  trawler  Busko,  by  thet 
United  States  Navy  from  Greenland 
waters,  was  "settled." 

The  Norwegians'  status,  clarified 
by  the  Justice  Department  attitude, 
is  now  that  of  "excludable  aliens 
who  have  entered  this  country  with- 
out proper  papers  and  are  subject 
to  deportation."  * 

Still  to  be  ironed  out  are  the 
subject  of  their  being  without  pa- 
pers on  account  of  arriving  here 
involuntarily  under  naval  escort, 
and  the  matter  of  deportation  if 
times  like  these  when  passenger 
steamers  are  not  running  to  Nor- 
way. 

Legally  the  Norwegians  have  two 
courses  open  to  them— to  appeal  to 
the  Immigration  Board  of  Appeal- 
or  to  seek  a  writ  of  habeas  co: 
in  the  Federal  courts.
